gen. Yet venders of fertilisers point tc 
l!i percent, (or 4 Ibs. per sack) as rccom 
mending their goods, and when they lol 
us that without the nittogenous elomen 
in proper proporl ion perfect crops oamio 
U'grown, we heartily agree with them 
but is it a judicious investment to p»; 
sixty cents a sack extra to supply ai 
aero with four pounds of ammonia whei 
nneai'ieof clover will yield just forty 
five times as much, or 18(1 pounds?

on an acre is also found to contain al 
the mineral elements, phosphoric aeid

Every farmer of rlpo ex- 
perience looks in confidence for a full 
crop of corn or wheat after having suc- 
ceeded well with clover and h seldom 
disappointed.

properties, clover is tho farmer's best

WIIKX successive crops of wheat are

After 
harvest tho fallen grain sprouts, and tlio 
fly lays its eggs on the plant, and is thus 
ready to begin work on tho sown wheat 
whcii it appears. If. the Hessian lly 
liuds a proper place to leavn its eggs it 
will iiot quit the field. Thus sometimes 
a field after wheat will bo nearly desti oy- 
cd, while wheat sown after spring grain 
or hoed eropslesa than forty rods distant 
will entirely escape injury.—American;

Tlio costly liou'ti 
affords no protection fiom i-lthor, Hut 
build n plain (the plainer tho boiler,) sub- 
stimlhil house, ono Unit oan bn cleaned 
in 
11 alioit time, and well ventiliiled. 


And be sure t« bnvo tlio laylng.boxes at 
a little distance, from the roost, Unit they 
may be kcplfroo from liuo. Make two 
sets of buxes, mi Hint wliott one sol gots 
dirty it may b - lephtecd with the other 
set, ami clwm und whitewash ready to 
change when tliu other slito «ots dirty. 
Of the Ihrcu kinds of Insects most troub- 
lesome to Ihu fowl tlie mile Is tlie worst 
and hardest to get rid of. Tlie body anil 
fcallier louse can be rolled oil by llm hen 
in the tlust-baili, and may b« driven 
away by applying l.'ursian tusect Powdor 
or somo other inaticl-lilller, Hut they 
seldom bieod in such mil 
pletely overrun a fowl. 
Uui the mite 


breeds in the poultry house, not on lho 
fowl, and does not eveiineetl tho pres- 
ence of a fowl to propagate. The mllu lu 
analogous to tho chinch, or lho bedbug, 
and 'Movingdarkness rather llian light," 
because Its deals aro ovil,atliuslis its vic- 
tims on tlio roost and Ic.ivos them in the 
morning. This Is the lilllo fellow which 
is so destructive to lho Hitting hen, 
which hits nocliancu during Uiu day to 
prevent its attacks. A dusting o£ I'er- 
sian Powder two or three tlmutia week 
ia H gioat help to lho lien; but It does ; 
not ik'itvoy lho myriads whlcli thvell in j 
every crack and crovlco oC a bonnl. ! 
Hence tho necessity of having us plain it 
house as possible, llitis avoiding hiding 
places for lho lice. While lho Insect 
powder is a groat help, yel tlio llrst lime 
tho hen leavos her nesl slic shakes lho iu- 
seclltlo from her foatliers, and when she 
coca back tho mites renew their assaults. 
The sitting period Is a sovoio ordeal to a 
lion, and usually leaves her nothing but 
skin and UODO.I, 
Her comb Is shriveled 


and colorless,and licr 1'eiitliers aro In Hie 
same condition. This is thu effect of 
vermin, as may bo shown by noting u lieu 
that has set in somo place distant from 
the poultry house, 
Slio lias tost some ot 


her bilnlit color, anil her feathers are not 
as bright as they should ho; yet a week 
or two will pnl her In good condition 
again. 


A largo piTOiilagoof ('gas In an in- 


fested noal fall to hatch, it being impos. 
siblo for a hen to sit closely enough to 
keep up lho ronuisllotemperature. Tlio 
constant twisting of n hen to tight Uio 
lien admits a llltlo cold air to tlio eggs, 
and they become rotten, and whon an 
egg becomes rotten (the cause being duo 
to tho death of tho embryo from lack of
